All through trams on 
tho Pennsylvania Railroad are running 
over the West Pennsylvania division via 
Blairaville intersection, on account of the 
destruction of the large culvert at Larimer 
station and an extensive land slide near 
Walls station. All traffic on both the 
Cumberland and Wheeling divisions 
of tho Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road is suspended. Fifteen bridges 
and culverts on the Wheeling division 
have been washed away, and two on the 
Cumberland divisj.ou. Trains may pos- 
sibly got .through on the Cumberland 
division to-morro* . The officials of the 
road do not expect to resume traffic via 
Wheeling inside of a week. A number of 
trains are hemmed in at various places. All 
telegraph communication is seriously in- 
terrupted. At Uniontown, Pa., houses, 
coal mines, and railroads are Hooded. 
The loss to the crops and other property 
will be very heavy, At Wheeling, 
West Vu., nearly all of the new 
bridge, erected in place of those 
carried away last month, have been des- 
troyed. A largo stone bridge over the 
creek at Main street was completely 
wrecked. The water at Triadelphia, Elm 
Grove and Loatherwood is three feet 
high/ar than last month, and the damage 
to property is very extensive. The Balti- 
more »nd Ohio cepot has been closed to 
the public and is expected to fall into the 
creek. Similar reports of great damage 
at Washington, Pa,, and Steubenvillo, 
Ohio, has been received. 

Suit Against a Priest. 

Chicaoo, Aug. 21. — A special from Ga- 
lena says that J. F. Grace, a lawyer of 
Highland, has brought suit against Father 
Thomas Dempsey, pastor of the Catholic 
church of that town and several of his 
parishioners, to recover 815,000 for an al- 
leged assault upon plaintiff by defendant 
in revenge for a public accusation made 
by Grace against Dempsey to tho effect 
that the latter had held improper relations 
with a woman. The plaintiff alleges he

The priest protests his innocence 
and has engaged the best counsel to help 
liun.

OYSTERS AND SHRIMPS. 

The Locality Where These Delicacies are 
Prepared for the People ol Victoria. 

Close to the water'a edge amidst a pile 
of rocks between Say ward's sawmill and 
Muirbead & Mann's sash and door fac- 
tory, is a group of hovels inlmbited by 
Chinese, whose solo means of subsistence 
is selling oysters and shrimps to the peo- 
ple of Victoria. The Chinese who go 
from door to door peddling the shell-fish, 
have their headquarters amongst these 
hovels, and if the lovers of the luscious 
bivalve and the delicate shrimp could but 
see the place where these so-called deli- 
cacies are prepared, they would loathe 
the very name of the oyster and shrimp. 
I n rooms hardly Urge enough to swing 
a cat, where the Chinese sleep, eat, cook, 
and wash, tire prepared the shell-fish for 
the Victoria public. Hero the oysters are 
opened and placed in tin vessels, where 
they remain over-night in readiness to be 
hawked through the streets next morning. 
On the same stoves and in the same ves- 
sels used by the Chinese to cook their 
pork and rice are boiled the shrimps so 
acceptable to the palate of the epicure, 
and the aroma of decayed fish and other 
smells so peculiar to Chinese hovels per- 
vades the vicinity to such an extent that 
the visitor ia first made aware of the 
locality "f the group of cabins by the 
sickening stench. The shrimps are most- 
ly obtained at Esipiiuialt, and after being 
cooked in the manner above described, are 
retailed at ;J7i cents per lb. At present 
the oysters are brought from Olympia ; 
but in the regular season, the supply is 
obtained from a bed located in the har- 
bor just in front of the hovels. Hore the 
oyHters are cultivated and fattened, the 
food for the fish being offal which a pig 
would almost refuse to eat. In a month 
or so the shell-fish in this bed will be con- 
sidered in prime condition, and then the 
supply for the city will be taken there- 
from. The Chinese confine their trade 
for the most part to housekeepers, and do 
quite a lucrative business. 

AN EXCITING SCENE. 

An Express Wagon Team Bun Away Hiid 
Cause Considerable Mischief — Two 
Other Teams follow Suit. 

Yesterday morning two horses attached 
to a Victoria Transfer Company's express 
wagon ran away on Store street and tear- 
ing along at a mad rate collided with Joe 
Perry's brick wagon, causing his team to 
bolt also. Then a lively scene ensued. 
The express wagon horses ran tl. rough 
Waddington alley and thou up Yates 
street, dashing among the carters collected 
about, >vho naturally scattered in a lively 
manner, until Government' street was 
reached when they were stopped in front 
of Frank Campbell's corner. Perry's 
horses ran down Johnson, then along 
Wharf, turning at Yates and reaching 
Government street, which they turned 
down. In front of Spencer's Arcade, they 
collided with a transfer hack which started 
towards James Buy bridge. The brick 
wagon team were stopped at the Brown 
Jug saloon, at which point they ran on 
the sidewalk. The hack team continued 
on until they brought up at the Arlington 
Saloon, where they attempted to effect a 
forcible entrance through the swinging 
doors, but were prevented by the upsot- 
tiug of the ponderous hack, which was 
considerably damaged. There were no 
serious results, and no one injured, which 
is a wonder as the streets at the time were 
crowded with people and vehicles. The 
only person injured was Joe Perry who 
was run over, but he escaped with a slight 
wound on the leg and will not be much 
inconvenienced.

THE MBNZIES CASE 



The "Professor" Examined Before Mr. Justice 
Bray on a Charec of Procuring. 

Regina »?', Walter 11. Menzios— The 
prosecution in this case dropped the 
charge preferred of obtaining money under 
false pretences, and said th it they would 
take up the one accusing him of promot- 
ing illicit intercourse between Ah Lin and 
Ah Chee. 

The prisoner entered a plea of "not 
guilty," and stated that he hail counsel 
present, and was prepared to go on with 
tho trial immediately. 

Deputy Attorney-General Irving and 
Mr. Thornton Fell conducted tho prose- 
cotion, Mr. Drake, Q. C, and Mr. 
Walls appeared for tho defense. 

The defendant, who took a place in the 
dock, was told by his lordship that he 
might take a seat alongside his counsel, 
as the charge was not criminal but one of 
misdemeanor. 

Deputy Attorney-General trvingopened 
tho case for the prosecution, and recount- 
ed the different phases of the case up to 
the present. 

Ah Chee was the first witness called. 
He said — Am a vegetable peddler. Know 
Menzies. Know Ah Lin; am married to 
her. Mrs Crawford and Mr. Menzies 
told me so Ah Lin was there when they 
told me. 

His Lordship — Tho court for the trial 
of Chinese cases is, it seems to me, the 
greatest burlesque in the country. 

Witness Knew Menzies last year be- 
fore Chinese New Year. Menzies was 
living ou View street when 1 was mai ried 
to All Lin. First met Ah Lin at Mrs. 
Crawford's house. Mrs Crawford brought 
her out to me. Mrs. Crawford led her 
out to me lots of times. Ah Lin asked 
me if 1 would rescue her from Airs. Craw- 
ford's Iiouse and marry her. Told her 1 
had no money. Wait five or six weelis; did 
not know how much money was wanted. 
Wanted Mr. Vrooman to interpret my 
wishes to Mr. Menzies about tho mar- 
riage. Mr. Menzies was supporting her 
(Ah Lin); Mr. Menzies said: "Ah Chee, 
you are a good man and 1 would like to 
marry Ah Lin to you." Went to see Mrs. 
Crawford; saw her and Mr. Menzies and 
Ah Lin; Mr. Menzies talked about money; 
said he wanted £150 for clothing and 
boarding Ah Lin; ho said, "1 am not sell- 
ing her to you;" 1 agreed to pay the 
money; was to [iay $50 on Saturday and 
$100 on the next Monday; as soon as the 
certificate was made and §150 paid the 
girl was to be delivered at my house. 
[Marriage license to Ah Chee and Ah Lin 
produced, but Ah Chee could not identify 
it J Knew red seal; Menzies told me that 
when the marriage license and the girl 
were delivered it was sufficient ; 
Menzies told mo that I was mar- 
ried according to Chinese rule! 
do not know whether Mr. Menzies told 
me 1 was married to Ah Lin or not. Mr. 
Vrooman told me he would not go with 
me to get a marriage certificate unless 1 
would give him §200; only saw him once; 
didn't know what the 8200 was for; in 
China a girl is taken to the house of her 
husband and they pray before the joss; 
that is a marriage. 

His Lordship — It is a perfect mockery 
of justice. How can wo believe these 
people I A marriage certificate should 
never bo issued to such persons. The act 
never contemplated any such thing. 

Mr. Drake — 1 wish to know the mar- 
riage ceremonies of the Chinese law. 

His Lordship— They sell them. 

Mr. Drake-- And Christian women have 
to have some money before they get mar- 
ried. 

Ah Chee, continuing, said: Did state in 
police court that 8150 was for hoard and 
clothing for Ah Lin; Mr. Menzies said he 
represented her parents and would call and 
sec them. 

His Lordship — How could Menzies re- 
present the parents ! It is in the interests 
of justice that the matter be sifted. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Drake.-— Men- 
zies told me the papers were all right. 
Take the girl and go to your house. 
Menzies told me to get a good paper. 
Did not see any ministers myself. Do 
not know Mr. Starr Went to see Mr. 
Eraser. 

Mr. Irving — He has answered that 
question. 

Mr. Drake — 1 want to get that answer 
from the witness myself. 

His Lordship — You will accomplish a 
great feat if you do so. 

Ah Chee, resuming, said — Did not 
know there was something else to be 
done. Menzies told me to go to Esqui- 
malt. Did not go. Menzies did not tell 
mo that there was anything more to be 
done or that I was legally married. Went 
to the minister to get the papers. Mr. 
Menzies told me to go. i paid live dol- 
lars fot the license. Do not remember 
whether 1 said in the police court that 1 
knew I had to go to tho minister or not. 
A minister told me that 1 was not a 
christian and he could not marry me. 

Dr. Jackson was tho next witness and 
gave expert evidence as to Ah Lin's age, 
and said he thought she was about 14 
years of age. Her general appearance 
and physical development leads me to 
such a conclusion, .and could not bf any 
possibility be 21. 

His Lordship — Thank you, doctor, am 
glad to again meet a man that can speak 
English. 

Ah Lin was then called. Her evidence 
was much the same as that given in the 
previous examination. She left the Home 
at tho time it was cold this year— before 
Chinese New Year. Went to Miss Camp- 
bell's and then to Mrs. Fowler's. Mot 
Ah Chee at Mrs. Crawford's. They told 
me I was to marry Ah Chee. 

Mr Drake— Who are they! Your lord- 
ship I object. 

Mr. Fell— 1 intended to show who they 
were. 

Menzies talked about me, and about 
money matters. After it was all arranged 
they told me to go to Ah Chee. Ah Chue 
paid the money to Menzies. Menzies 
told me I was married to Ah Chee, and if 
1 didn't like him 1 could come back again 
and he would marry me to another China- 
man. Saw paper with a red seal. Lived 
with Ah Chee three or four weeks. 

To Mr. Drake—Did not tell Ah Chee 
that I would many him if he had money 
and would take me to China. The con- 
versations 1 heard were in English, 
do not taJk-Eiiglish myself; understand it 
a little; was not willing to go to Ah 
Chee's. 

Rev. Donald Eraser — Received license 
and receipts from Ah Chee. Have seen 
this license before. Menzies had it. 
Menzies asked me if I would, marry the 
parties. I insisted on having an inter- 
preter and the interview ended. Ah Chee 
asked me to marry him several times. 
Have married Chinese, but not lately. ' ' 

His Lordship — You said you required 
an interpreter, that is, 1 suppoBB, 
to know if they understood tho 
contract. It has struck me, as abnor- 
mally wrong that thoso people who 
have not tho slightest conception of the 
solemn rites of matrimony and Christ ian- 
ity should bo married by a Christian 
clergyman. 

The Witness— If has not struck 1110 that 
way. 1 look upon the heathen as God's 
children. 

His Lordship— 1 think it would be 
better if they should go before the civic 
authorities rather than to a clergyman. 

The deputy attornoy-gpnoral here wish- 
ed to amend tho record, changing tho age' 
of Ah Lui as stated from 10 to 14, also 
to change date of information from 29th 
May to 7th May. 

Mr. Drake not objecting, his lordship 
so ordered it. 

Mr. Drake, for the defence, said that 
all .Sir. hienzles undertook to do was to 



jfo tor Ah Chee. Mr. Men- 
jiuftho first persons to sup- 
ort !0 ^lunese homo and had interested 
himself in every way in the wolfaro of the 
school. Ah Chee made the first proposals 
to marry Ah Li« and tho money consid- 
eration paid Menzies was for Ah Lin's 
support, extending over a period of sev- 
eral months. Mr. Menzies only agreed 
to get them a marriage license, and there 
his responsibility ended. Ah Chee's evi- 
dence had been very contradictory. These 
parties have now lust their domicile and 
if they have fulfilled the necessary cere- 
monies which their law requires their 
marriage would be valid. English law 
recognizes native marriages in India ac- 
cording to tho rules of their own religion. 
Mr. Drake cited from numerous authori- 
ties to prove tho position taken by him, 
and contended that if the marriage cere- 
mony was acknowledged by them it was 
legal. 

His Lordship— Assuming that these 
rights are recognised, it is a question of 
marriage with a child. The writing in 
the receipt is Mr. Menzies, and it shows 
that Ah Uhee was led to believe that he 
was married to Ah Lin. What was the 
use of going on with all this mummery 
about a marriage license? 

Mrs. Hopkins: — Know Ah Lin. First 
saw her last September. Know Mr. 
Menzies. Ah Lin stayed at our house 
about, two mouths. Mr. Menzies was 
mainly supporting the house when Ah 
Lin came there. Mr. Menzies paid tho 
rent and .supplied the provisions. Ah 
Lin was the first Chinese girl 111 the 
house. The home was started about 20th 
February. We then had two other girls 
besides Ah Lin. Mr. Menzies helped us 
in many ways. My mother was in the 
home five months. Mrs. Fowler had tho 
home after we left. After we left the 
home saw Ah Lin twice. She came to 
Mr. Menzies last January. She was very 
destitute. She would not go back 
to the home. She stopped at 
Mr. Menzies' live or six weeks. 
1 was stopping at Mr. Menzies. Ah Lin 
could understand English a very little. 
Would not understand an ordinary con- 
versation. Mr. Menzies tried to secure a 
place for her. 

To Mr. Fell— Mr. Menzies paid his 
board and that, of his wife while at the 
Homo. Mrs. Menzies was my sister. 
Did not know Mrs. Crawford. Would 
liked to have Ah Lin go back to the 
Home. 

Court adjourned until 10:1)0 this morn
